THE VALUE OF " P A T I E N T PUBLICITY." 


President Wilson's administration, in the first flush of its dawn into 


public light, fashioned the phrase,, "pitiless publicity," which is fine as a 


phrase. 
But when it comes to the exploitation of a state, county, city or civic 


organization, we believe the phrase "patient publicity," 
should be adopted 


and adhered to. 
If you want to know why, read the facts below: 


A young man by the name of Rathbun in Los Angeles, a good newspaper 


writer, with the ability to dig out the striking parts of every event, was made 


press and publicity man for the 1915 general committee that entertained and 


advertised during the exposition year Just closed. 
His stunt was to see that 


eastern publications of all kinds were kept apprised of facts occurring in Los 


Angeles city and county. 


Newspapers arc very shy of mimeograph letters, near-typewriting letters 


and personal-to-you boosts for this, that and the other thing. 
The floor around 


the city editor's desk is ankle-deep every day with special pleas that arc sent 


out from God only knows how many bureaus. 
Weekly and monthly magazines 


look with great distaste on the special story about somebody's town or pot 


project, unless it happens that tho town or project is carrying page advertise­ 


ments in the magazine at the rate of anywhere from $100 to S6000 per page 


per issue. 


But Rathbun went patiently at the task. 
Ho threw some ginger and 


enthusiasm into tho work. 
He had the great exposition to talk about, and 


incidentally tho many conventions that came to Los Angeles, and how they 


were treated by tho lovely city of angols in tho semi-tropic southland. 


Rathbun has recently made a report to the committee. 
He had articles 


in magazines in 33 states, 91 magazines in all, with 186 photographs. 
Ho got 


into the newspapers in 38 states, 358 newspapers in all, with 132 stories, 219 


photographs. 
He got smaller news-items into -18 states in 7.441 newspapers, 145 


different items in all. 
Ho sent a continuous serve of news to 18 states, 1700 


items in all, appearing in 1280 newspapers. 
Ho received 185 requests from 


editors for continuous service 


The cost of this publicity, if paid for at tho regular rates of the publica­ 


tions that printed it would bo fifty times the outlay of the committee for publi­ 


city. 
Tho county spent $4,000 for this news-buroau, and it is estimated that it 


brought.in results to tho tuno of $215,000, based on advertising rates. 
One item 


of 19,500 columns of miscellaneous news about Los Angeles county, at tho rate 


of $10 the column would have amounted to $195,000. 


The host results from this publicity will como in the next few years. 


Rathbun, tho young newspaper writer of Los Angeles, has headed many an 


eastern family this way. 


WHO'S BEHIND THE PORK BARREL? 


Trying to touch Undo Sam for a million or two and upwards is the 


highest aim of many of our dignified and broad-domed members of congress. 


And the fault lies with tho people, not with tho mombors of congress. 
If you 


mako pork-barrel methods unpopular with tho people, tho members of the house 


will work passionately to do away with those methods. 
The motto of the rcpres 


entative is: 
Wo aim to ploa«o. 


But if an agitation is started Jp build a hundred thousand dollar post 


office at Covina or Charter Oak, and tho agitation is strong enough, tho member 


representing tho district puts in his bid for tho appropriation. 
And if tho merits 


of tho question bocomo ever so slightly an issuo, the congressman behind the 


question reminds his follow-mombors that they are looking for bis vote on 


similar raids on Undo Sam's pocket, and automatically tho opposition dies of 


inanition. 


That's tho explanation of pork-barrol politics, and reprehensible tis it is, 


it is a system, and a systom which has boon in operation for a long timo, all 


political parties boing tarrod with tho samo stick. 


When*your local chamber of commorco, or your city or county or con­ 


gressional district will fight against the proposal of undue and unnecessary 


expenditure in its -own district, then pork-barrol methods will disappear like a 


wraith of vapor. 
Tho building of national ship-building plants on creeks that 


won't float a ship when it is built; the tooth-and-nail fighting to maintain 


obsoleto and useless army posts in peaceful Interior districts; the dredging of 


rivers that nover can be mado navigable; tho building of too oxpenslvo foderal 


buildings in unimportant towns; tho appropriation year aftor yoar of money to 


drodgo harbors instead of diverting and minimizing the flow of mountain water 


and slit—all those futilities como from tho pressure of tho people. 
Tho con­ 


gressman is tho creature who acts. 
Ho will act differently whoijho is instructed 


differently. 


Good times may como around tho cornor and catch you grouching about 


how rotten business is. 
It's about timo to put on a now record. 


If you think nothing can be dono with this flood question, remember old 
Noah. 
He mado good. 


The difference between a Job and a salary is largely that tho man with 


tho job doesn't have as many oxponses. 


Eat a fow navel orangos yourself. 
You'll be surprised to find how good 


they aro right now. 


Wo didn't noed tho extra rain this week at all. 
But if we hod the say- 


BO about tho weather, we'd probably got in bad with a lot of people in a short 


space of time. 


There are more automobiles por capita in Los Angeles county 
than 


anywhere else in the United Statos. 
We raise from thirty to fifty million dol­ 


lars' worth of oranges and spend about tho samo amount for automobiles. 


This is not the time to criticize any effort or 
lack of efforts in the past in controlling the 
flood waters of this valley. What has been 
done, or what has not been done, will not bring 


us any relief. 


But 
we should profit by the mistakes of 
past years. 
If we do not profit by them, we do 


not 
deserve protection. In the last eight years 


we have experienced three devastating floods, 


and 
these floods have each left the same les­ 
sons to be learned. Ranchers in the valley 
know these lessons. They are convinced that 


a united effort, based on the experiences of 


the 
past, will bring relief and security from 
damage. 
It can be done if the way is cleared 


for practical work. 


The 
work which confronts us can be summ­ 


ed up as follows: 


1. 
The straightening of the washes. The 
swerving of the water from side to side in the 
washes, which results in the washing away of 
valuable land is caused because of the crooked 
channel, as evecy person in the valley knows, 


and 
this gets worse each year. 
A great deal 


of 
practical straightening can be done. It is 


not 
a complex engineering problem. 


2. 
Maintenance of the washes at approx- 
mately their present width. This means that 


the 
channel be wide enough at all places to 
carry the maximun flow of water. 


3. 
The building of a retaining wall of wire 


and 
posts the entire length of every large 
wash: the planting of Lombardy poplar sap­ 
lings between the posts, which in a few years 
will form a barrier that no wash will break. 
These saplings should never be allowed to 
grow to a height exceeding six or eight feet. 


5. 
The building of concrete or macada­ 
mized "dips" into the washes at places where 
many bridges are now built. It is highly im­ 
portant that we get rid of many culverts and 
bridges. 
The building of these bridges and 
culverts in many places has been the gravest 
mistake thathas been made. 
These dips or 
fords must be graduated down from the boule­ 
vards and streets, with long wings extending 


out 
from them, connecting with the. wire re­ 
taining walls. 


These are the essentials that will bring pro­ 
tection. 
You can't control the flood-waters 


of the Sierra Madre watershed so that abso­ 
lutely no damage will be done anywhere. 
But 
practical work will cut the damage down to a 
point where it will not be the serious menace 


it is-at present. 


With any project of this kind of a sensible 
nature, with power authorized to proceed, I 
will cooperate heartily, and will give time, en­ 
ergy and newspaper space to make it a suc­ 
cess.

In case the bonds are not voted 
by the people, the county is to get back 
its money through a special tax levy 
on the district.
